Through Witte, Russia has indi- 
cated & willingness to reimburse Japan 
for the care of Russian prisoners and 
perhaps to make some concessions re- 
garding Sakhalin Island, but he in- 
sists that not a dollar of indemnity 
will be paid. 

That Witte speaks by authority of 
his Emperor there is no room for 
doubt, and it is surmised that the Em- 
peror has informed the President of 
the nature of the instructions he has 
given his representatives at Worts- 
mouth. 

Whether the decision of the Ruksian 
Emperor will destroy the remaining 
prospect of an agreement of any sort 
between the representatives of Russia 
and Japan remains to be determined. 
The crisis, as indicated in the dis- 
patches last night, probably vin be 
reached next Monday afternoon, to 
which time the peace conference today 
adjourned. 

WHAT SAYS THE MIKADO? 

The Russian Emperor has spoken. It 
remains now for the Emperor of Japan 


to decide, in view of what appears to 


be an ultimatum on the part of Russia, 
whether further concessions shall be 
made, or whether, indeed, the confer- 
ence at Portsmouth shall continue 
longer in its efforts to find a basis of 
agreement between the powers. 

As heretofore indicated, the Presi- 
dent has communicated directly not 
only with the Russian Emperor, but 
also with the Japanese government. It 
is not revealed whether it is his in- 
tention further to communicate with 
Japan, but it is quite certain that he 
will not relinquish his hope of a peace- 
ful adjustment of the pending differ- 
ences until the final dissolution of the 
conference.

Aug. 26.—Retalil “‘Kosh- 
er“ butchers of this city who recently 
formed an organization to act inde- 
pendentiy of the western packers, have 
opened their new abatoirs. On the

The new concern was organised 
three years ago and the plant just 
completed at a cost of $1,500,000, is de- 
clared by the promoters of the scheme 
to be the most complete affair of the 
kind in the country. 

The main building, of brick and tron. 
is six stories high. It is connected 
with the company’s own piers at the 
foot of West Thirty-ninth street. No 
hogs are to be killed in the new plant, 
as the whole establishment is carried 
on in “Kosher” fashion. 

The killing is done by eight licensed 
slaughterers, under the supervision of 
the Rev. Philip Klein, who sees to it 
that every detail of the Mosaic law ts 
carried out. 

In the near future the company in- 
tends to receive carcasses from inde- 
pendent packers in the West and dis- 
tribute them on commission. 

The capacity is now 4000 carcasses a 
week, although but 2500 cattle will — 
slaughtered for some time.

RIVERSIDE. 
YOUNG GIRL HIS ACCUSER. 

RIVPRSIDE, Aug. 26.— Upon the 
complaint of 13-year-old Ida Penprase, 
a warrant charging Charies L. Beard, 
aged 31, with eeduction, was sworn out 
today, and at 2 o'clock thie af ernoon 
Sheriff Coburn placed the man under 
Arrest near Moreno.

No, there is nothing in this 
charge at all. I have never been ar- 
rested or in any trouble before.” Be- 
yond this statement and a brief story 
of his life, Board was very reticem.

stroyed by fumigation. Observations 
made this morning in my own or- 
chard, which was fumigated last night 
with the usual black scale dosage of 
cyanide with one hour's exposure, 
showed scutellista in all three stages of 
development, while those still under 
the shell of the scale were not injured. 
I found large numbers of the mature 
flies moving about in these trees which 
were fumigated last night. These sur- 
vived under the tents or else they made 
long flights from the adjoining or- 
chards. In either case my trees were 
well supplied with scutellista the 
morning following fumigation.”

TO POISON. 
LONG BEACH DOG FAVORITE DIES 
SUDDENLY. 
The Brute Was a Thoroughbred of 
More Than Ordinary Intelligence 
and Made Many Friende—Kept Eye 


on Bathers and the Venturesome 
Ones Annoyed Him Greatly. 


LONG BEACH, Aug. 26.—Nero, the 
big St. Bernard dog which for years 
has been one of the attractions of the 
Long Beach wharf, is dead, probably, 
from symptoms manifested, of poison 
administered by persons unknown. The 
dog came out on the wharf as usual 
this morning, but acted as if paralysed 
and while standing at the southeast 
corner of the pier began suddenly to 
tremble and then sank an inert mass, 
gave a few spasmodic twitches and was 


Nero was owned by Bert Moody, a 
marine engineer, who got him from 
New York as a puppy nine years ago. 
Nero made a trip to Alaska, but came 
back safely. He has been stolen twice 
by sailors from the Pacific squadron, 
but recovered after several months, 
once in San Francisco and once in Los 
Angeles. He was a great admirer of 
the fishermen on the wharf, but ff one 
ever let a fish get away from him, 


Nero at once cut the unlucky ene from 
his recognition list. He lived almost 
disdaining meat, 
but never attempted to eat any of the 
fish lung on the wharf until given per- 
mission and it was offered him. 

Children were his especial care and 
he was constantly watching the little 
ones on the pier. If one of them got 
too close to the edge, Nero was by its 
side instantly, ready at the first sign of 
danger to seize the fluttering dress or 
go overboard, if necessary. Bathers | 
in the ocean alongside the per were a 
constant worry ang he was always | 
beside himself until the bather clam- 

water. His owner 
never went into the water that Nero 
was not instantly at his side constant- 
ly watching. 

Nero was a thoroughbred St. Ber- 
nard and weighed nearly 200 pounds. 
He was the pet of his owner, who 
deeply grieves over his loss. He was 
warned in an anonymous letter 4 
month ago that Nero would be killed, 
but thought it an idle threat. He 
offers $150 reward for information lead- 
ing to the conviction of the poisoner. 

There is some suspicion that the 
death of Nero is another chapter in tho 
mysterious happenings at Long Beach 
lately. The defacing of Trustee Cate 
house, the dynamiting of Marshal 
Conklin's home, and the kerosening of 
Mayor Eno's residence have all been 
preceeded by anonymous letters, warn- 
ing the victims of impending disaster, 
and now comes this latest outrage in 
the death of Moody's pet.

Water Dammed and Converts 
Solemnly Blessed. 


Same Fluid Afterward Flows 
to Domestic Use. 


A baptism in the Arroyo Seco. 

Though this appears at a glance te 
be a paradox, nevertheless ten persons 
were immersed yesterday afternoon in 
the conserved waters of the almost dry 
bed about a half a mile above Min- 
eral Park where the Holiness Camp 
meeting is in session.

WALKING GOOD FOR THEM. 


Government So Decides as to Local 


Letter Carriers for Whom More 
Car Fare is Asked. 


The Postoffice Department at Wach- 


ington has decided that a little more 
walking will not be bad for Los An- 
geles letter carriers. 

Postmaster Flint's request for an in- 
crease in the annual allowance for car 
fare has been turned down hard in ad- 
vices received yesterday from the office 
of the Postmaster-General. 

Los Angeles holds the record for 
economy in expenditures for letter car- 
riers’ car fare, the annual allowance 
being $463 for 141 carriers and twenty- 
one special delivery messengers. Other 
cities with an equal number of carriers 
receive more than ten times as much. 

Boiled down to daily expenses for car 
fare, the amount is $1.27 a day through- 
out the year, or a little more thaa 
twelve round trips on a car. Dividing 
these round trips among 162 men, it is 
shown that only one man out of thir- 
teen is permitted to ride under the gov- 
ernment appropriation. 

Fortunately for the prompt handling 
of the mails, however, the managers of 
the local street car lines are extremely 
liberal in providing free transportation 
for the letter carriers. This liberality 
is due in part to provisions in the State 
law that grant such free carriage on 
lines the franchises of which have been 

ranted within the last ten or twelve 
years. Thus it is that on many of the 
important lines in the city, the carriers 
are allowed by law to ride free; while 
the traction companies have gone even 
further and extended the privilege io 
numerous lines on which they have a 
right to charge fare. :

Never since God first made bantam 
roosters has there been the like of this 
hop-o'-me-thumb brown chap tor 
cockiness and conceit.

We 
owe her nothing, but we owe Russia 
much. 


It is fully believed that, in the event 
of the continuance of the war, Japan 
will have far more trouble in taking 
Viadivostok than she had taking Port 
Arthur, which means simply that untold 
thousanis of the brown men will be 
hurled relentlessly against the walls of 
the fortress to sure and bloody death. 


It is difficult to believe that men still 
craw! on their bellies up to a throne 
and adress as “Your Majesty” a sawed- 
off fellow human creature who has a 
wart on his nose, but ht is, alas, all too 
true. But, thank God, we, at least, 
are not guilty of such things, no matter 
what other silly faults we may have. 


At the beginning of the Russo-Japa- 
hese war, and ali along until now, the 
Los Angeles Times stood almost alone 
in its sympathies for Russia.

HEAP FOREIGN POSTAGE. 

When a certain member of the 
British Parliament, a newcomer to 
the House of *Comanons, some twenty 
years ago first raised the cry of Im- 
perial Penny Postage, he was looked 
upon by ninety-nine per cent. of his 
fellow-members as a dreamer of im- 
possible dreams. The very idea of send- 
ing a letter perhaps half-way round the 
world for a single penny was scouted 
as absurd—not worthy the serious at- 
tention of practical-minded post- 
masters who have to proportion pay- 
ment exacted to service performed. 
But the would-be disturber of accus- 
tomed things proved to be a man of 
tireless energy and, as his opponents 
no doubt thought, of almost perverse 
pertinacity. Mareover he was able to 
impart to ‘his cherished scheme 4 
touch of patriotian that attracted 
many supporters to his side; his con- 
stant appeal was that by Increasing 
the facilities for letter-writing the ties 
between the Motherland and her sons 
acrose the seas would be strengthened. 
The fight was long, but year by year, 
inside and outside of Parliament, on 
the floor of the House of Comons, on 
the platform of public meetings, from 
the hustings at election time, it was 
resolutely maintained. “Gutta cavat 
lapidem, non vi, sed saepe cadendo’’— 
the drop of water hollows the stone, 
not by force, but by frequent falling. 
and in this case old Ovid's adage 
came true yet once again. Persistence 
gained its end, and today Imperial 
Penny Postage through all the wide- 
flung British Empire is an accom- 
plished fact. 


The honor of this splendid achieve- 
ment belongs to John Henniker 
Heaton, M.P. for Canterbury. A 
splendid achievement it may well be 
called, for cheap means of communi- 
cating with friends at a distance is 
surely one of the greatest boons to 
mankind, not to speak of the ald it 
affords to commercial enterprize. Mr. 
Heaton, although born 
had spent his vears of early manhood 
in Australia, where he made a fortune 
by newspaper enterprise. He there- 
fore brought back with him to Eng- 
land practical knowledge of what the 
colonies required. Chosen as par- 
liamentary representative of- the fam- 
ous cathedral city of Canterbury, close 
to his birthplace, Rochester, another 
old and picturesque cathedral town, he 
no sooner entered the walls of West- 
minster than he began the campaign 
for the Imperial Penny Post, And 
that he should have won it after all 
these years makes Mr. Heaton an in- 
teresting personality to America, 
where indomitable perseverance has 
always been admired. 

But the work of this reformer 
is going to touch us more closely still. 
The innovation brought about for the 
British Eenpire is now being made the 
basic of a much wider movement. Ac- 
cording to the British-Australusian of 
London, Mr. Heaton, acting on the 
motto that nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess,” has started an _ international 
league to bring about universal penny 


postage. This, it may just be neces- 
gary to point out, means two-cent 
postage, for the orthodox penny of 


England is double the value bf the 
popularly called penny“ on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

The arguments are all in favor 
of the proposed change, for now, 
through the operation of the Imperial 
British postal rate, the world at large 
is confronted with some strange anom- 
alles, which in their ultsnate effect 
also imply serious disadvantages. For 
example, a letter from Melbourne, 
Australia, addressed to Toronto, Can- 
ada. both points within the British 
Empire, pays two cents postage; it

anything conducive 


had been destined for New York itself, 
the charge would have been five cents. 
Similarly, a letter from Dover to 
Calais, twenty miles from England to 
France, costs for transit five cents, 
but à letter from Dover to the antip- 
odes passing through the whole 
length of France, and of Italy besides, 
with thousands of ocean miles to fol- 
low, requires two cents only. But 
these vagaries become something more 
than mere cause for an amused smile 
when we refiect that Canadian mer- 
chants, sending letters from a greater 
distance than ourselves and even 
making use of our transportation fa- 
cilities, are conducting their corre- 
spondence with the British West In- 
dian islands, with South Africa, and 
with Australia at two-fifths of the 
cost we, thelr business competitors, 
are called upon to pay. In the aggre- 
gate the saving for Canada becomes a 
big one, and in the final result the 
commercial handicap against au- 
selves may grow to be serious. 

In these days of close and keen 
commercial competition, neither the 
United States nor any other country 
can afford to view with complacency 
John Bull in the exclusive enjoyrenent 
of this undoubted advantage of cheap 
postage to far places. But it will be our 
own fault if we debar ourselves from 
these same benefits. For it will be one 
of the English representatives who 
will propose, at the Postal Union Con- 
gress to be held in Rome next year, 
the adoption of universal penny, 
or two-cent postage throughout the 
world. 


ery will of course be raised that the 
postal revenues will be unable to stand 
the reduction from five-cent stamps 
to two-cent stamps on letters going 
abroad. But precisely the same argu- 
ment was employed during twenty 
years by a succession of British post- 
masters, and in the end it has been 
canpletely falsified by results. How 
has this come about? Simply because 
under the new and cheaper conditions 
three or four letters are now sent out 
from England to her colonies for every 
letter that went before. Most every-~- 
one in Great Britain and her colonies 
can find a penny for postage; but two- 
pence half-penny is a different mat- 
ter, and when there comes a pause be- 
fore buying the stamp the intended 
letter runs a big chance of never 
being written at all. We have full 
proof of this in America, for we have 
already traveled one stage of the way 
towards universal two-cent postage. 
Our near neighbors, Canada and Mex- 
ico, are on this basis now, and in con- 
“sequence correspondence flows much 
more freely over our land borders than 
would be the case had the less famil- 


constantly to be hunted up. So the 
United States will enter the Congress 
partly prepared for the reform. Of 
course there is our annual postoffice 
deficiency to be considered. But if 
three foreign letters go out in future 
for every foreign letter that is mailed 
now, there will be no sacrifice of rev- 
enue; for it is not our oversea mails 
that are handled at a loss, and the 
extra cent gained will fully pay for 
the extra bulk of correspondence to 
be placed on the outgoing steamers. 
Then in such a reform, sentiment is 
not to be wholly disregarded. It has 
been shown how patriotism helped Mr. 
Heaton in accomplishing the task he 
had set himself. But there is a spirit 
of still wider patriotism growing in 
the world—the patriotism that. works 
for general peace and progress, for 
better understanding among the na- 
tions and therefore for more secure 
friendship. There can be no more pow- 
erful aid to all this than increased 


facilities for exchanging and for mul- 


‘tiplying correspondence. Commerce is 
one of the bulwarks of peace, for war 
destroys commerce. Everything that 
tends to build up commerce favors 
peace by making a breach of the peace 
more and more detrimental to national 
self-interest. Therefore the universal 
penny post myst cornmend itself, not 
only to business men, but to all true 
friends of humanity. 


NOCKS FROM THE NORTH. 


Why the newspapers north of Te- 
hachepi should devote columns of edi- 
torial space to venomous and menda- 
cious assaults upon the Owens River 
project might be something of a mys- 
tery were it not for their fixed habit of 
throwing fits whenever they hear of 
to the growth 
and prosperity of Southern California. 
When so important and responsible a 
journal as the San Francisco Chronicle 
gives currency to the foolish falsehood 
that the water obtained by Los Ange- 
les from Owens Valley “will be turned 
over to a private corporation, whose 
stockholders are already designated.“ 
to be used for private speculation, it is 
not to be wondered at that the cow- 
county weaklies are kioodling at the 
heels of Southern California progress. 

A Bakersfield paper bearing a name 
which seems to indicate that its news 
and opinions are not its own—the Echo 
~—filled its editorial space in one recent 
issue with a foolishly laborious attempt 
to show that the Owens River project 
is neither feasible, honest, necessary 
nor possibly beneficial to Los Angeles. 

There are five statements of alleged. 
fact in the first paragraph, purporting 
to describe the main features of the 
project, and three of them are absurdly 
incorrect. The parrot editor says the 
scheme is to bring water from a dis- 
tance of 240 miles in an open cemented 
ditch and through thirty miles of tun- 
nel. The distance is 209 miles, the con- 
duit is to be completely enclosed and 
covered with earth, and the plans con- 
template possible tunnel work for 
eighteen or twenty miles. 

Starting with that evidently deliber- 
ate misstatement, the editorial argues 
that the city does not own the water it 
has bought: does not need it: does not 
know what the work would cost; 
couldn't pay for it if she did know; 
does not intend to carry out the pro-- 
ject; has no right to carry it st, 
couldn't issue bonds for it and couldn't 
sell them if she should issue them; has 
no right to sell water for irrigation, and 
couldn't sell it if she tried, and that the 
undertaking is chimerical anyway. 

The reason for writing and printing 
the hodge-podge appears in the last 
paragraph, in which it is asserted that 
the people of Los Angeles will not em- 
bark on so “pretentious” a scheme, 
“especially as there is another plan by 
which they can get an ample city sup- 
ply of good water at a far less figure.” 
All of which means that some Jim Crow 
outfit in Kern county thinks it can in-

PLENTY OF WATER AND TO SPARE. 


MONG the many letters of inquiry sent to The Times by citizens who 

desire further information, explanation or confirmation to guide them in 

their action at the polls on the question of issuing bonds to inaugurate the 
Owens River project, is ane from a taxpayer, who says: 

“As I have had no experience in mining or farming, references to so many 
miner’s inches of water convey no idea of quantity to my mind. What I want is 
assurance that there is e of water in Owens River; a good, big stream. The 
ut I have heard others say 
statements purporting to come from residents of the valley and persons who have 
traveled through it, to the effect that there is only enough to irrigate a few ranches, 
and that if Los Angeles takes away any considerable quantity there will not be 
enough left for the towns of Bishop and Independence, and the valley will become 
an abandoned desert. I don't know what to believe, and I ask The Times to en- 


It is the purpose of The Times to place all the facts before its readers and as- 
sist them in every way to arrive at a correct understanding of the water question 
in all its phases. In furtherance of that purpose, The Times recently sent a spe- 
cial commissioner to Owens Valley to see things as they are and to report results 
of his observations. The results have been published in a series of articles de- 
scribing simply and clearly what the commissioner saw and learned of the quantity 
and quality of water flowing into Owens River Valley. There is no disagreement 
between the conclusions arrived at by personal observation and the cold statistics 
of trained scientific investigators of water supply. 

By way of additional assurance, it any be needed, The Times takes pleasure 
in referring the unconvinced to the official report of the International Irrigation 
Congress, held at Los Angeles in October, 1893, pages 71, 72 and 110. 

Mr. Mulholland, then editor and proprietor of the Inyo Independent, a paper 
published at Independence, the county seat of Inyo, was a delegate to that Congress. 
Mr, Mulholland was an old resident of Owens River Valley, and for many years 
had been deeply interested in water questions and active in promoting the welfare 
of his county. He was chosen because of his knowledge of the subject and his in- 
telligent interest in publie affairs, to represent the people of Inyo in the Congress. 

Mr. Mulholland made an address to the Congress, in which he described the 
eastern watershed of the Sierra and the Owens River Valley. As reported offi- 


“Owens River enters Owens Valley at the north, just as the Jordan enters its 
valley, in Palestine, and it flows into a lake at the north end of the valley, just as 
the Jordan flows into the Dead Sea, The Owens River has a flow greater than the 
Jordan, and is something like twenty miles longer. . 

Ma have only begun to take water out of that river for the irrigation of 
Owens Valley. We have now canals with an aggregate capacity of 75,000 inches 
of water, already completed and carrying water out upon the land. 

“As to the supply of water, the Owens River has a flood season like the Mis- 
sissippi, the Nile and other rivers. It begins to rise along in the month of April, 
and has attained its highest stage along in July. On the 27th day of July, this 
year, there was then flowing to waste in that river inches 


Making allowance for Mr. Mulholland’s enthusiasm in describing the resources 
of his county, it will be noted that the amount of water which he says flows to 
waste in Owens River, at the time when Los Angeles most needs water, is enor- 
mously greater than the quantity that the engineers expect to bring to the city. 
Los Angeles expects to obtain 20,000 inches, less than 5 per cent. of the surplus 
flow of the river in July, as stated by Inyo county’s officially chosen water expert. 

In his address to the Irrigation Congress, Delegate Mulholland emphasized his 
statement concerning the flow of Owens River. He described Indian Wells Valley, 
south of Owens Valley, comprising 400,000 acres of land, and declared that the two 
valleys would support a population of 750,000, and that there was more than 
enough water in Owens River to reclaim all the land. These are his words, offi- 
cially reported, page 72 of the proceedings: : 

“Land can be purchased in that valley today; title, United States patent. 


There is an abundance of water all over the valley; 
could flood all the country about Los Angeles with our spare water.” 


As reported again on page 110, Mr. Mulholland, the Inyo editor and delegate, 
who is not to be confounded with Engineer Mulholland of the Los Angeles water 


“In Owens Valley, during the month of five hundred thousand inches 
water runs to waste, not one inch of which 28 for irrigation.” 0 


Engineers of the Los Angeles water project have not proposed to ‘ake more 
than 30,000 inches from Owens Valley, at the maximum. They are quite content 
to sechre 20,000 inches, one twenty-fifth of the waste computed by Inyo’s dele- 
ngress. In the face of Delegate Mulholland’s positive re- 
iterated assertion, the figures of government engineers, the testimony of unpreju- 
diced observers and all the ascertained facts, it is impossible to doubt that the 
Owens River Valley is capable of supplying to Los Angeles 20,000 inches of water. 

The Times is more than pleased to have confirmation, from à qualified water

HE MATTER WITH SAN FRAN- 
cisco. 


Comparisons are sometimes made 
between Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco in the things which go to make 
a city great and prosperous, but the 
comparison is usually accompanied by 
the question, on one side or the other: 
“What's the matter with San Fran- 
cisco?” 

The northern metropolis has still 
the advantage in wealth, industry and 
commerce, of population and location. 
But it has ceased to live up to its op- 
portunities and the promise of years 
ago. In place of expanding in all di- 


rections it is shrinking in . It has 
lost several important industries, 
while new enterprises are held in 


abeyance or have been abandoned, or 
brought south. Money which would 
be invested there is in conspicuous in- 
stances coming here; capital is retiring 
and a feeling of uncertainty fills the 
business air. The metropolis of 


‘the Pacific Coast would seem to be 


suffering from arrested development. 

Los Angeles, on the other hand, is 
but a few years old as a modern city, 
but where else will you find another of 
its years that has made the progress 
we have, or is on as solid a foundation, 
or that has so promising a future? 

Nor is the confidence in the future 
of Los Angeles confined to its citizens. 
From way down Fast to the Rockies, 
and from the Rockies to our doors, 
men of enterprise and capital are in- 
vesting their money here. On all sides 
are seen progress, expansion, pros- 
perity, the contentment that springs 
froen the hope of still better things. 

But there is one feature which gives 
Los Angeles a unique position, which 
has aided its growth and gives point 
to the confidence in its future—indus- 
trial freedom and repose in far greater 
measure than they exist in any other 
city of like size within the borders of 
the republic. 

The matter with San Francisco Is the 
atrophy of Hs energies caused by ar- 
rogant, tyrannical and lawless trades- 
unionism. It has ite grip on every 
phase of the city’s life, civic, indus- 
trial, commercial, and even social, 
Labor unionism has strengthened and 
hedged iteelf about, ilegitimately, 
until it holds the city on its own terms 
and has become its nightenare. 

Under a thinly disguised pretense of 
seeking the welfare of the wage-earn- 
ers, a few men, largely illiterate and 
vicious foreigners, and all utterly un- 


ecrupulous and  self-secking, have 


herded the skilled and even the un- 
skilled into organigations which they 
have built up to protect themselves 
from the penitentiary for their whole- 
sale robbery of the enslaved workers, 
and of weak and sometimes unprinci- 
pled employers, 

In San Francisco the boycott is re- 
morselessly enforced as nowhere else, 
and no other city in the country has 
suffered more from its effects. It is 
levied on any excuse by the self-ap- 
pointed “leaders,” who are seldom or 
never visible in the enforcement; for 
this they hire bands of thugs and 
pariahs, the spawn of crime and pros- 
titution, who in any city but San Fran- 
cisco» would be behind prison bars, 
while some of them would have ex- 
piated their crimes on the gallows. It 
is by the boycott these ruffians live, 
and the crimes and enormities which 
are the usual accompaniments of their 
efforts would be impossible in any civ- 
ilized community where the police and 
the municipal government were not 
prostituted to serve corrupt and vicious 
unionism. 

Boycotting in San Francisco is a 
continuous perfomance and has done 
more to curse the city in the eyes of 
the business world, to injure its best 
interests and shake business confidence 
than anything else in the equipment 
of unionism. It has had its indirect 
effect upon those who fear the boy- 
cott. by causing them to curtail their 
operations and find means of escap- 
ing it which is always done at a sac- 
rifice. It has had its effect upon capi- 
tal looking for investment and the 
houses doing business with the bo- 
cot ted. It has affected credit at the 
banks, shortened accommodation, and 
interfered, sometimes fatally, with the 


In San Francisco the boycott has been 
enforced against industrial and com- 
mercial concerns of every description, 
and has fequently caused their total 
suspension, the suspension of opera- 
tions where the workers were not mem- 
bers of unions, and enormous losses to 
employers, to employés, to various 
business interests, and to the city. The 
wanton destruction of property almost 
invariably goes with the boycott; 
Vicious attacks upon innocent men, 
women and helpless children, which 
have led to the most disgraceful and 
revolting scenes upon the streets, 
aided and abetted by bluecoats, wit- 
nesses to the blood-curdling deeds. The 
boycott is enforced against private 
persons who have shown independefice 
or In some way offended the boycott 
promoters; against inoffensive work- 
men, against women and girls obliged 
to earn their livelihood; even against 
the dead. There is no limit to the 
vicious and lawless scope of the boy- 
cott, and as one of its effects is to stir 
up bitterness, it has set class against 
class, workers against workers, until 
San Francisco has become an armed 
camp in internecine strife. 


Not only has the boycott slackened

given pause to new enterprises, but it 
has driven industry after industry out 
of the city, and produced a Diighting 
effect upon confidence in the future. 

It would have been impossible for 
unionism to secure its deadly grip on

This is what the boycott has done for 
San Francisco. Despair seems to have 
settled down upon the people of San 
Francisco as the result of the paralysis 
caused by unionism. But the future of 
that city is still in the hands of its men 
of affairs—its independent citizens, both 
employers and employés—if they will 
but bestir themselves, absorb the spirit 
of Los Angeles, and battle to win back 
industrial freedom.

But experience 
has witnessed less the development of 
local self-government, in the past 
generation, than its suffocation by the 
bureaucracy. As Prof. Kovalevsky 
wrote several years ago: “The thirty 
years’ experience of the local repre- 
sentative institutions may serve to 
confirm the truth that provincial self- 
government is not likely to progress 
much, unless it be crowned by the cre- 
ation of a central self-governing 
body.” The natural antagonism be- 
tween the two fundamental principles 
of autocracy and freedom has been 
well illustrated in Russia since the 
reign of Alexander II, but now the

RESULT: ENGINE CREW LOSES 
VALUABLE EQUIPMENT.

Nose Wagon Collides With Car in 
Rushing to Supposed Conflagration 
and is Demolished—Crew Finds the 
Glass Broken and Envelope Stuffed 
Inte the Works. 


One woman's failure to discriminate 
. Between a @re-alarm and a mail box 
Thursday morning led to the destruc- 
tion of a hose wagon and several hun- 
dred feet of hose, and came near cost- 
ing several lives. 

Chief Lips yesterday submitted to the 
Fire Commission the report of Capt. 
John G. Todd of Engine Company No. 
16 concerning the collision that last 
Thursday morning cost the engine com- 
pany its hose wagon and equipment. 
At the executive session of the com- 
mission the Chief said that the second 
engine crew arrived at the place 
whence the alarm had been sounded, to 
find not a fire, but an alarm box with 
the glass smashed and a letter, ad- 

ressed in a crude feminine hand, 
thrust inside. 

Capt. Todd reports that while re- 
sponding to the alarm the driver of the 
hose wagon was speeding his team 
north on Ellendale avenue near Twen- 
ty-fourth street. At the same time it 
appears that two Traction cars, one 
-@ast-bound and one going west, were 
just then passing each other at the 
corner of Twenty-fourth street and 
Ellendale avenue. The hose wagon and 
the cars were all going ata high 
rate of speed. In the mix-up the 


on the sidewalks and some of the joints 
of hose landed in neighboring front 
lawns. Fortunately the occupants of 
the hose wagon escaped with slight 
scratches and bruises. 

Capt. Todd says that the Traction 
cars were running at a high rate of 

Speed, greater than thirty miles an 
hour, and that the railway company is 
wholly to blame. 

Commissioner Betkouski rallied to the 
support of the fire captain. He said 
that he knows from personal observa- 
tion that thirty miles an hour is a slow 
gait for the Tractien cars. On his mo- 
tion Chief Lips was instructed to make 
a further investigation as to the amount 

damage done the fire equipment and 
whether the crew of the hose wagon 
was in any way to blame for the col-

PLAY WAITING GAME. 
GARBAGE FOR NEW BOARD. 
Charles Alexander, street sweeper, 

e contractor, etc., now appears 
at the City Hall ina brand new role. 
He has developed into a big-hearted 
philanthropist who is willing to collect 
garbage even though he hasn't any 
contract, rather than see the city lose. 
Alexander's contract for collecting 
and disposing of surplus vegetables, 
watermelon rinds and other by-products 
of the municipal commissary depart- 
ment expired last Tuesday. He has 


consented to continue the collection for | 


a few weeks longer, for a paltry con- 
sideration of $980 a month over the 
original contract price. 

Councilmen assert that the city is 
fortunate in getting the garbage col- 
lected and consumed even at the ad- 
vanced rate. They say that the city 
has neither teams nor wagons with 
which to make the collection, nor a 
crematory in which to consume the 
waste after it is collected. “Uniess 
Alexander continues the collections.“ 
said one legislator yesterday morning, 
the garbage would be left standing on 
the sidewalks.” 

But there are a few Philistines, prin- 
cipally taxpayers, who are unkind 
enough to intimate that Alexander does 
not collect more than one-fourth of the 
waste that is now taken every few days 
from garbage cans and carted away, 
presumably to the crematory. These 
assert that about all the collecting is 
done by scavengers who sell the refuse 
to chicken and hog men. 

Alexandeg secured the - garbage con- 
tract three years ago, the city agree- 
ing to pay him $1790 a month for col- 
lecting and disposing of refuse and 
waste. The unprecedented growth of 
the city swamped the contractor early 
in the game. Complacent Councils have 
lightened his burdens from time to 
time, the contract even more than 
keeping pace with the growth of the 
nunicipality. 

A municipal crematory of 200 tons 
capacity is now in the process of con- 
struction. It will probably be com- 
pleted about January 1. At that date 
the supervision of garbage collection 
will also pass over to the municipal 
Roard of Public Works. All that the 
Council desires now is some emergency 
arrangement that will tide the city over 
until the Arst of the year. 

The iegislators think they have found 
this arrangement in a proposal! from 
Alexander to continue his present sys- 
tem of collection and disposal at a rate 
of $2750 a month until the city makes 
another deal. 

In return for this generous advance 
over the original price of collection 
Alexander agrees to keep twenty-two 
teams and wagons steadily employed 
in collecting waste and delivering it at 
the crematory. 

A contract along these lines will 
probably be awarded by the Council 
tomorrow. At the present time Alexan- 
der is collecting without a contract.

IN SEARCHLIGHT DISTRICT.

With a Whirl the Ei Dorado Canyon 

Gold Mining Company Was Incor- 

porated With Two and a Half Mil- 

“tlens—Now All Hands Scrambling 

to Get from Under. 


A little over two months ago George 
who has always been sup- 

posed by his casual friends to know 
a lot about mining, went to the Search- 
light District on a prospecting tour 
and drifted about until he lan.ed in 


friends before he left the city that he 
was going to strike something good 
before he returned, and to make as- 
surance ddubly sure he took along 
with him a mining engineer.

BISHOP CONATY’'S NOTAGLE LOAN 
TO SOUTHWEST SOCIETY. 
— 

All Available Relics and Mementoes 
from Franciscan Missions to be As- 
sembled in New Museum of the 
Archeological Society to be Located 

in Les Angeles This Year. 


Of much interest to the lovers of Cal- 
Sfernia and its fascinating early his- 


‘gery and tradition is a movement which 


culminated yesterday for assembiing 
underneath one roof a priceless collec- 
ton of relice and mementoes of the 
mission day*. 

Rishoep Conaty, as head of the Roman 
Cuthelic church in this part of the Pa- 
in Coast, has, as one of the last acts 
performed by him before leaving for 
hie wielt to the Pope at Rome, ten- 
dered to the Southwest Society of the 
Archeological Institute of America 
ali the articles of the old mission pe- 


ried to be obtained from the various 


miesions of the diocese of Monterey 
nd Los Angeles. They are to be held 
— a permanent loan to this institution 
for public exhibition. 

Thies has been brought about through 
the activities of Charles F. Lammis and 
ether members of the Southwest So- 
enn and was taken up immediately 
after Mr. Lummis’s return last Febru- 
ary from his lecture tour through the 


teuthweet Seciety has under- 
taken to buatid in Los Angeles a free 
pubic museum, and it intends to begin 
the work thie year. Its desire is to 
make of this building the most perfect 
piece of architecture in California. It 
‘a the intention of the society to iocate 


this structure on a five-acre plot in 


seme commanding locality, to have it 


absolutely fireproof, and to make it the |

depository of art, archeology, history 
and echolarship which have been and 
which will be hereafter closely con- 
nected with the development of the 
Southwest. 

It is expected to onen this museum to 
the public as soon as the first room is 
completed, and to add other rooms on 
the mission plan as funds can be raised 
therefor. 

Nothing could be more appropriate 
than that chief among the exhibits in 
such a museum should be the objects of 
Interest gathered from all the Fran- 
ciscan missions, and it was with this 
object in view that Mr. Lummis, on 
behalf of the Southwest Society, began 
correspondence with Bishop Conaty. 

The society has asked of Bishop Co- 
naty that he issue an official letter, as 
bishop of the diocese, instructing all 
the priests to assemble at once and 
forward to him every record, church 
book and other document of the mis- 
sions of a date prior to 1860; every 
statue, painting, vestment, chalice and 
other article of historic use in any 
mission not now truly essential to the 
proper prosecution of worship by a 
present congregation. 

The society also asked that the col- 
lection thus secured be made a perma- 
nent loan to the society, in trust for 
the Southwest Museum. 

Yesterday Mr. Lummis recetved from 
Rishop Conaty the following letter. 
which turns to the new museum a col- 
lection invaluable, and which is certain 
to be the nucleus of an exhibit which 
will become famed throughout the 
nited States: | 

“My Dear Mr. Lummis: Some few 
months ago, on the part of the South- 
west Society, you made a proposition 
that a hall to be known as the ‘Juni- 
pero Serra’ hall be set apart in the 


neu proposed museum for the purpose 


of holding as a loan all such articles as 
might be obtained from the different 
missions in this diocese. 


“I take pleasure in saying that after 


careful consideration on the part of 
myself and of the council of the dio- 


ese that they are one with me in ac- 


cepting the proposal. Our one anxiety 
i¢ that we may be able to gather such 
a collection as would be creditable not 
only to niesion history, but also to the 
museum of which it is to be a part. 

“I am thoroughly in sympathy with

the movement tor the museum and am 
exceedingly anxious to save what still 


remains from the treasures once held 


in the missions, and in securing them 
from all possible danger.

This agreement is the source of much 
gratMication to the members of the 
Southwest Society, as they feel that 
with such a foundation a collection on 
much broader lines will be available, 
and that it will be the beginning of an 
ingathering of many precious memen- 


toes of early California days, now scat- 


tered and little cared for, or else at the 
mercy of vandals and curiosity seekers. 

It_is known that each year tourists 
have carried away with them rel- 
ics which are priceless from a historical 
point of view, and that this country 
has regularly been drained by the mu- 
seurns of the East and even of Europe. 
None too soon has come this attempt 
to conserve all that remains of these 
treasures. 

Bishop Conaty ul send out at once 
to all the priests of the diocese the in- 
structions relative to gathering the 
mission relics, and it is expected the 
collection will be in readiness to turn 
over to the society by the time of the 
bishop's return from Rome.

Resembie Their

Unlike the mother country, 
which has at present no legal means of 
retaliation, the Australian Common-

Compensation is demanded for the 
losses caused to the Australian steam- 
ship company that sent its vessels 
there and, owing to the embargo on 
trade, had to bring them back without 
eargoes. As this cash compensation 
does not appear to be forthcoming, the 
Arat measure of reprisals has been 
taken. Several of the State govern- 
ments have begun by striking all Ger- 
man manufacturers from their lists of 
government contracts.

N THE BIG 
INDUSTRIES. 


Fruit Conditions in Europe. 

From a batch of recent special con- 
sular reports on fruit conditions and 
fruit markets in Europe, a few points 
ot special interest tb California may 
be culled. ; 

From Castellamare di Stabia, on the 
Bay of Naples, the lemon crop is de- 
scribed as having been almost totally 
destroyed by the exceptionally frosty 
and severe weather last winter. There 
is no comparison with the crop of last 
year,” runs the report. There re- 
mains only a small quantity fit for ex- 
portation during the summer months,” 
In the Palermo district of Sicily the 
present condition and prospects*of the 
summer lemon crop are described as 
good, but the size of the crop is one- 
third less than that of last year. 

In the Messina district of the island 
the lemon crop is about one-fourth 
larger than that of last year, and the 
quality better. 

As regards prunes, the crop in nia 
and Servia is unfavorable, only one- 
half the amount of last year’s crop, 
but the fruit is larger and of better 
quality, Only weak middle crops are 
expected in Austria and Hungary. 

The almond crop of Sicily promises 
to be of good quality and quantity. In 
Spain, however, the prospects and con- 
ditions are poor, owing to the drought 
experienced in the district of. Alicante. 
In amount, the crop can be considered 
good, but t lack of rain has pre- 
vented the growth of the fruit, es- 
pecially in the non-irrigated districts, 
where the kernels are partichlarly 
small. The quality of the almonds, in 
general, as a consequence of the 
drought will be poor as compared with 
other years, and the good | selections 
will be difficult to make. It must be 
borne in mind, however, that the 
planting of trees is steadily increas- 
ing, so that the coming crop will weigh 
much the same as last year’s, say some 
1800 tons. | 

Finally as.to walnuts, a report from 
Naples says that the extremely cold 
weather during the winter had a good 
effect on the trees, and that the pres- 
ent outlook is for a larger crop than 
that of last year by about one-half the 
quantity. 

Canada for Horse Breeding. 


A plan is being developed to encour- 


— 


,age the horse-breeding industry on an 


extend scale in Canada. The idea is 
that the British government should 
undertake to purchase annually a 
fixed number of horses, say from 200 
to 500, for military purposes. Remount 
officers from the War Office in London 
are now in the Dominion to ascertain 
whether suitable horses can be pro- 
cured, and at an average’ price that 
will, when the horses are landed in 
England, favorably compare with that 
paid for remounts throughout Great 
Britain and Ireland, The average price 
paid in England fs $200; the cost of 
freight and insurance would not ex- 
ceed $50, leaving $150, or possibly a 
little more, to be pald for the animals 
on the spot. Farmers in Ontario and 
the other older districts would not con- 
sider this price sufficiently high to in- 
duce them to breed military horses, 
but the ranchers of the West would 
doubtless be of another opinion. With 
the guarantee that a fair number of 
the stock will be purchased at the 
above figures, horse breeding on an ex- 
tensive scale in these parts is believed 
to be likely, and this would give a 
great stimulus to horse breeding gen- 
erally, and to breeding the military 
type of horse in particular. The mili- 
tary authorities are anxious to test the 
echeme thoroughly, as they fully rec- 
ognize the advantage of having sucha 
large new market for horses to draw 
upon in time of war. 


Monster War Vessels. 


Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan are at the present time building 
what will be the biggest battleships in 
the world. Our vessels of the New 
Hampshire class will have a displace- 
ment of 16, tons, only 60 tons more 
than the displacement of the Japanese 
battleship: Katori recently launched at 
an English ship- building rd. But the 
British vessel, the Dreadnaught, will 
measure no less than 18,000 tons. In 
speed the Katori is rated at eighteen 
knots, the New Hampshire at eighteen 
and a half knots, while the Dread- 
naught, using turbines, is to make 
twenty knots. The British monster war 
vessel also leads in the matter of ar- 
mament. She will carry no fewer than 
ten 12-inch guns, discarding altogether, 
for her main batteries, the guns of 


lesser caliber which help to make up 


the armaments of the other two ves- 
sels. On the American and the Jap- 
anese battleships there will be only 
four of these colossal, guns in teach 
case. Moreover, the British guns will 
be of a new type, practically rapid 
firers, each capable of throwing an 
850-pound shell every forty seconds. 
With her ten guns, therefore, the 
Dreadnaught will be 
shell weighing nearly half a ton every 
four seconds, and capable of piercing

SERVICE AT THE MADELEINE. 

After such a passage across the 
channel as we had, on a Saturday, the 
spirit is in a fitting mood for divine 
service with a note of penitence in the 
Psalm, Sunday morning. So we go to 
the “Madeleine” the “Church of St. 
Mary Magdalen.“ The music there is 
always excelieut. And in a church 
where the words of the service are 
utterly unintelligible, you go to hear 
religious noises, or sounds rather, for 
they are very, very beautiful, and you 
make the spirit and thought of the 
worship what you will. Therefore, as 
you really conduct the service your- 
self, it is sure to be eminently satis- 
factory. You can lay on the scourge 


‘of*the flageliant vigorously as Sir 


Pavon, ff you think you deserve it— 
and you know you do. Let me handle 
the knout for you, and you'll mighty 
soon realize what a sinner you are. 
Then, farther on, you can apply the 
balm, as you need it. And if the agel. 
lation has been properly administered, 
heaven knows you will need balm—a 
barrel of it. Wherefore, let us go to 
the Madeleine. It is a large church 
much larger than the new Temple Bap- 
tist church plans to be. For it is 364 
feet long, 141 feet wide, and 190 feet 
high. Very solemnly and impressively, 
waking the deepest thoughts of the 
better life here, and the best life be- 
yond, rolls the cadences of the music 
though all this groined and sculptured 
length and height and breadth. There 
used to be military music tere, an 
orchestra of brass and reed. But now 
it is only the great organ and the 
splendid choir. It silences even the 
whispering tourists who come in dur- 
ing the service. At first they refuse to 
sit down. In a few moments the most 
hard@ned “Cookie” furtively slides the 
glaring Baedeker“ under wrap and 


softly to the nearest seats, and sit 
among the really devout worshippers 
who come to listen, and meditate, and 
pray. Nothing mars the beauty ‘and 
solemnity and impressiveness of the 
service in these churches except the 
figures of the priests before the altar. 
Ecclesiastical millinery is not graceful; 
it is not impressive; it is not classic; 
The stiff, shapeless coats, heavy as 
boards with theif wealth of embrol- 
dery, have no suggestion of classic or 
artistic grace of form.. And the lace 
petticoat, about the length of a washer- 
woman's skirts, displaying the great 
flat feet of the man—it is not impres- 
sive nor beautiful. When the Christian 
church took over the altars of pagan- 
ism, she should have taken and kept 
at the same time the graceful and sim- 
ple priestly robes which went with 
them. I like the surpliced choir—I 
admire it; I think it adds ever so much 
to the beauty and orderly attractive- 
ness of the service. And, I like the 
little boys with the censers. But when 
it comes to piling the stiff, ungainly, 
embroidered things on a grown man, 
to my eyes it becomes grotesque. And 
when one of the officiating priests 
standing behind the other holds up the 
tail—if that is what you call it—of the 
brocaded and embroidered coat, while 
the first one kneels, and then as he 
rises, lets it fall back upon him, flat 
and apparently as heavy as a cellar 
door—well, I suppose that is some- 
thing religious also, though it doesn't 
look it. But after all, nothing can 
really destroy the enjoyment of such a 
service. Beautiful, deeply impressive, 
regular, orderly, solemn—the thoughts 
are uplifted; the heart is made tender, 
deeper and sweeter and truer resolves 
for the better life—ever and ever to be 
better from day to day come into the 
listening soul—and the veriest heretic 
realizes that every movement and 
genufiexion, every garment with its re- 
peated changes, means to the devout 


and understanding worshipper some. 
thing that is hidden from his darkened 
eyes. And he goes away, at last with 
all his criticisms silenced, or better 
still, the desire to criticise gone, and 
while he has not understood a word of 
the service, and only dimly compre- 
hended the form of it, he 
feels that he has heard a sermon, 
searching and convincing and helpful.

Then came the sec- 
ond republic, to be overthrown, as was 
the first, by a Napoleon—this time 
by Napoleon the Little, then the 
Second Empire, the wholesale and 
beautiful transformation of Paris into 
modern Paris, the Crimean War, with 
a Franco-British friendship and alli. 
ance which is thrilling and singing in 
the air again today; then the birth of 
the Universal Exposition habit in 
Paris in 1855, followed by so many 
Universal Expositions of all things 
that ever happetied and the gradual

consequence of the infinitely greater 
magnitude of the sun, the moon asd 
a conical shadow which continu- 
ally diminishes, till, when it reaches 
the earth, it is only about one hun- 
dred miles in diameter. The sun is 
400 times farther away than the moon 
or 93,000,000 miles distant, and its 
enormous bulk is equal to about 65,- 
000,000 moons compacted into one 
mass. 

It is a curious, but essential fact, for 
the usefulness and effectiveness of tnis 
eclipse, that these two bodies, 80 
vastly disproportionate in size, should 
present disks to the observer on 
earth, of practically the same diame- 
ter. This is not to say that they are

Third, the favorable location of the 
shadow path, making it accessible for 
a large number of people_in America 
and Europe, and easily reached by 
astronomical expeditions with their 
equipments; and 

Fourth, it passes through countries 
bordering on the Mediterranean, in 
which the sky is likely to be clear and 
the atmosphereic conditions favorable 
for rvation. | 

To these physical advantages should 
be added two others of a differ- 
ent character, namely, the greater per- 
fection attained in recent years in the 
construction of astronomical] Iinstru- 
ments, and the accumulated experience 
of observers in previous eclipse expe- 
ditions. 

For all these reasons we may con- 
fidently anticipate important results 
to flow from the thorough work which 
will be done by able and experienced 
representatives from the principal ob- 
servatories of Europe and America. 
Californa has from the Lick 
Observatory three well-equipped ex- 
peditons—one to Labrador headed by 
Dr. N. D. Curtis, one to the eastern 
coast of Spain, of which Director W. 
W. Campbell is in charge, and one to 
Upper Egypt, which is conducted by 
Prof. W. J. Hussey. Similar expedi- 
tions have been sent from the obser- 
vatories of Greenwich, Paris, Berlin, 
and Rome, and from other parts of 
Europe. These activities attest the 
extreme and universal interest of 
scientific men, educational institu- 
tions, and the governments of various 
countries, in this important event. 
Perhaps it may not be out of place 
to state, for the benefit of the untech- 
nical reader, a few elementary facts 
and principles involved in the forth- 
coming eclipse. The moon is, in round 
numbers, 240,000 miles from the earth; 
it is 2100 miles in diameter; and, in

always of precisely the same apparent 
diameter, for the earth moves in an 
elliptical orbit round the sun, and is 
when in perihelion (in January) 3,000,- 
000 miles nearer that body than in 
July, when the earth is in aphelion. 
consequently the sun looks a little 
larger in January than in July. 
Likewise the moon moves in an el- 
lipse around the earth, and when near- 
est (in perigee,) is 31,000 miles closer 
to the earth than when at the opposite 
point of its orbit—in apogee. Now 
when the moon’s apogee coincides with 
the earth’s perihelion, the moon’s disk 
is so much smaller than that of the 
sun that an eclipse under those condi- 
tions will be annular; that is, the 
moon will not competely hide the sun 
and the eclipse will not be total. On 
the other band, when the moon is in 
perigee a the same time that 
earth is in aphelion, the moon's disk 
will be much larger than the sun's, 
and an eclipse then will not only be 
total, but its duration will be pro- 
longed. 
Over a zone more than a 
miles wide on each side of the ‘nar- 
row path of totality, the sun will be 
partially eclipsed throughout the 
United States east of Omaha, ‘the 
whole of Europe, and the northern 
third of Africa. The obscuration will 
be more or less complete according aa 
the distance from the line Of totality 
is greater or less. Astronomically the 
disk of the sun is divided into twelve 
digits; one digit is therefore one- 
twelfth of its surface. At St. Paul ten 
digits will be eclipsed, at Chicago 
nine digits, at Boston eight digits, at 
Washington seven digits, and at New 
Orleans but three digits. In London 
about one-half of the sun will de 
eclipsed, in Paris three-fourths, and 
in Marsailles only a crescent will be 
visible.

tallic vapors. Then come the remark- 
able streamers of the corona, extend- 
ing a million of miles or more beyond 
the surface of the sun. Shining part- 
ly by its own light and partly by re- 
flected light, its exact nature is as yet 
a matter of conjecture. 

During former eclipses search has 
been made for so-called intramercurial 
planets, objects too small and faint to 
be seen in the glare of the sun. Such 
a body was observed in 1859 and 
named Vulcan by ite discoverer, but as 
it has never been seen since that date, 
its existence has not been verified. If 
it can be .rediscovered and the ele. 


ments of its orbit ascertained, it will 


be a very gratifying achievement, and 
the astronomical world will feel re- 
warded for its work in thatdirection. 
On another occasion an unknown 
comet was discovered in the close yvi- 
cinity of the sun. Thus it will de seen 
that interesting chance discoveries are 
possible and will stimulate careful and 
earnest search during the brief 
moments of totality. 

Owing to reasons which cannot be 
given here the path of totality is never 
he same in any two eclipses. If a4 
number of these paths were drawn on 
a globe, they would not only be found 
in different parts of the earth, and in 
both hemispheres, but would cross 
each other at all sorts of angles The 
eclipse 1901, which traversed a por- 
the United States, began in the 


States. ending In the Atlantic Ocean off 
Maryland. while that of 1878 began in 
Eastern Siberia, and passed south- 
easterly through Alaska, 

Texas and Cuba, ending in the Car- 
ipbean Sea. 

The eclipse of next Wednesday will - 
begin near Winnipeg, southwest of 
Hudson's Bay, and traverse Labrador, 
the Atlantic Ocean, Spain, the Medi- 
terranean Sea, Algiers, Tunis, Tripoli, 
and Egypt, ending in Arabia. Owing 
to the moon’s easterly motion relative- 
ly to the earth's surface, each of the 
above countries will successively come 
under. the moon’s shadow. 

It must be remembered that there is 
a combination of three motions in- 
volved in determining the path of this 
eclipse. While the earth is moving in 
its orbit from east to west at the 
rate of eighteen miles per second, the 
surface of the earth is from 
west to east at the equator at the rate 
of 1000 miles per hour. At the same 
time the moon has a relatively eastern 
motion in its orbit of 2280 miles per 
hour, which accounts for the fact that 
it traverses the flluminated surface of 
the globe from Winnipeg to Arabia in 
five while any point on the 
meridian of Winnipeg requires twelve 
hours to accomplish the same 4 

The exceedingly realistic and sug- 
gestive diagram accompanying this 
article, and drawn expressly to tllus- 
trate it, will give a fairly good idea 
of the principle involved in all 
eclipses, and especially of the manner 
in which successive points in the 
different countries mentioned above, 
will come under the moon’s shadow. 

A large number of non-professional 


tourists will journey to various points 


on the line of totality, expressly to wit- 
ness this impressive phenomenon— 
one which, in ancient times, came un- 
heralded, and filled all minds with 
vague alarms and dire forebodings.

Another letter to the delegates to the 
recent convention, published in last 
Sunday's Times, by another union 
printer of this city, whose name does 
not appear in print, is still more out- 
spoken than Bleche.

Un- 
ion leaders have not allowed the truth 
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Instead of dwindling, 
has been prospering; in- 
of us union printers ‘downing it,’ 
it has dewned a good many of us. At 
least, it has downed our pocketbooks 
right straight along. We have paid 
thousands of dollars to this war fund 
that have been literally thrown away, 
squandered by stupid, senseless, and in 
some instances by dishonest leaders. 
‘We cannot any longer refuse to recog- 
nize the truth when we see it coming 
down the middle of the road. 

“My idea is that lies do no good, but 
Wo only harm. It is certain that plenty 
of lies have been told by our leaders 
against The Times,” and the writer 
points out the futility of all thie when 
The Times can show that it has, a 
“greater body of advertising than any 
union paper can show; in fact, greater 
than any paper of any kind in 
country can show. 

“No man here who claims to tell the 
truth about The Times even ids 
to deny its remarkable growth or its 
large circulation. Any observ- 
ing citizen can detect these things, and 
no experienced printer or newspaper 
man can fail to see at a glance the 
great earning power of the paper. We 
have seen it build building after build- 
ing, put on wing after wing, install 
press after press, and put in a battery 
of linotype machines bigger and better 
than any rival union office can boast. 

“The progress of The Times has giv- 
en unhappiness to its local union ri- 
vale All of them have been outdis- 
tanced by it—far. Mr. Hearst came 0 
our rescue, but he didn’t rescue worth 
a damn. We concen our support 
on his paper, but it was no good; it 
made no impression on the overgrown 
Times. Hearst blew hot and then blew 
cold, he made great professions of sup- 
porting the cause of union labor, but 
he flunked when the advertisers went 
after him. Hearst is a false alarm. 
This was the last straw. There is no 
hope or help to be gained from any lo- 
cal rival newspaper.” 

The writer admits that the unions 
in Los Angeles are “fast losing all con- 
trol.“ He calls attention to the fall 
ures of Jim Gray and P. H. McCarthy, 
and adds: “As to those unlucky gen- 
tlemen, Mr. Hay and Mr. Fennessy, I 
haven't: the heart to say much about 
their unvarying failures.

Train Wrecker Knox Wants 
to be Ruef’s Chairman. 


{FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24-—The 
Lurline Livery and Boarding Stavie, 
located at 1359 Bush street, was en- 
tered the other night by union men 
anxious to strike a blow for their 
cause. The miscreants were armed 
with sharp knives, which they used 
with great dexterity on many of the 
fine equipages and sets of harness 
stored in the stable. The leather 
hoods, backs of seats and the bodies of 


the carriages wera slashed and marred 


in innumerable places, and the damage 
will probably amount to $1000. The 
victims besides the owners of the 
stable, are: 

John D. Spreckels, Banker Iguatz 
Steinhart, Dr. A. Miles Taylor, the 
Lent estate, Frank P. Shibeley, the 
florist, and George F. Roberts and D. 
Bonelli, confectioners. A victoria and 
a brougham belonging to Mr. Spreckeis 
were badly slashed, there being thirty- 
eight cuts on the former vehicle. Dr. 


Taylor’s brougham and victoria and 


Mr. Steinhart's landau were similarly 
ed 


Only ten of the forty stylish vehicles 
on the main floor were injured, and it 
is supposed that the slasher was fright- 
ened away at the approach of George 
Brewin, night watchman and harness- 
cleaner. Brewin had been called into 
the basement to look after the horses, 
and for about an hour befcre midnight 
he was away from the floor on which 
the wagons are kept. 

Soon after his return from the 
basement he diseovered the damaged 
harness, but the cuts and scratches on 
the wagons were not observed until the 
following morning. Manager Brooks 
then notified the police. 

WORK OF UNION VANDALS. 

No clew to the actual perpetrators 
of the villainous crime has been ob- 


tained, although the blame is placed on 


the Stablemen’s Union, who have for 
months borne a grudge against the 
Lurline and other stables, due to their 
refusal to accede to the exorbitant de- 
mands made several months ago. At 
this time the stable owners declared 
for the open shop, and after a strenu- 
ous fight, lasting for weeks, the strik- 
ing hostiers acknowledged themselves 
beaten, and begged to be reinstated fa 
their former places. Since then things 
have run smdéothiy until recently the 
whipped union has been reorgan mea 
preparatory to making another fight. 
Brooks feels very keenly 
the loss sustained, as he will have to 
etand the total ex ‘of repairing his 
own carriages and harness, as well as 
those belonging to private individuals, 
unless the Stable and Own- 
ers’ tion comes to his ald. As 
it is, the association engaged pri- 
vate detectives to work conjunction 
with the regular police, and no expense 
will be spared to bring the guilty sta 
blemen to justice. This wholesale de- 
struction, of property has aroused the 
stable owners all over the city to such 
an extent that it will be suicida) for 
the union anarchists to play thie trick 
a second time. Between the hours of 
6 p.m. and 6 a.m armed guards patrol 
the various stables with instructions to 
shoot the first man caught trespassing.

LAUDS CRIME. 


“WALL STREET SUMMARY” EX- 
POSES SHAME OF UNIONS. 


Yellow Sheet Supports ideas Which 
Strike at Root of Principles Upon 
Which American Society is Found- 
ed—if Admitted, Those Principles 
Might as Well be Thrown Away. 


— —— 


The Wall Street Summary says: 

The Hearst sheet in this city on Sun- 
day stated the following proposition: 

“If any man came up and said ‘I am 
in favor of honesty, but I don’t believe 
in, interfering with thieves,’ he would 
be laughed at; yet he would be no 
more ridiculous than the man who says 
Jam fm favor of unions, but I wouldn't 
tolerate ‘any interference with scabs.’ ” 

Not a bad word that, interference!“ 
Presumably it is intended to be under- 
stood in the football sense, as, for in- 
stance, interference by right-guard ard 
left guard—to which may we not add 
in this particular case biackguari? 
This, however, merely in passing. 

Kindly note the argument of Hearst's 
“great editor.” It bolle down to this: 
The crime of theft is punishable by 
law, and therefore the trades union 
should be allowed with impunity to 
wreak its vengeance on the non-union 
man when he attempts to work. A 
pretty piece of reasoning, it is notl 
Observe that it arrogates three things 
to the trades unions—first, the exclu- 
sive right of ite members to work; sec- 
ond, the right of the union to execute 
in summary fashion its own law and 
punish those who break it; and third, 
the equality of union law in the matter 
of authority with the Constitution and 
the laws of the United States. 3 

We are constantly being harshly crit- 
lelsed by many of our friends on the 
ground that we are unduly friendly 
to the cause of organized labor. 
Therefore we shall not be taken as 
representing the qther side when we 
say that each and every one of the 
three propositions cited is inadmissi- 
ble, intolerable and practically un- 
thinkable 15 a free community. The 
people of the United States would be 
warranted in resisting any one of these 
propositions in the manner and to the 
extent employed in the case of a for- 
eign invasion. These propositions 
strike at the very root of the principles 
upon which American civil society is 
founded, and if admitted those princi- 
ples might as well be thrown overboard 
at once. 


That Hearst's great editor advocates ; 
these propositions is not in itself a 


very serious thing, but unfortunately a 
great many union leaders speak and 
act on the implicit assumptidn that the 


propositions are true. Probably a good 


many union leaders, while hesitating 
to defend id ierms the aforesaid propo- 
sitions, would strenuously defend uoc- 
trines that amount to practically the 
same thing. If it were of the slightest 
use to put che question we might very 
well ask for a categorical yes or “no” 
on the propositions. Would Mr. Gom- 
pers, for iastance, hold that members 
of trades unions should have an exclu- 
sive right in the eye of the law to 
work? Would he hold that trades un- 


ions have the right to execute their 


own rules by using force in punish- 
ment of non-union men who insiat 
upon working? Would Mr. Gompers 
hold that union rules «ve an equality 
of authority with the laws of the land? 

We do not think he would. But a 
great many of the things that he stands 
for and a great many of the doctrines 
that he has uttered ly amount 
to the same thing. 

To that extent the Hearst sheet does 
not totally misrepresent union labor in 
this matter, and it is the shame of un- 
ion labor that it does not. 


OURAGE AS A

The sixth annual convention of the 
National Negro Business League held 
its concluding sessions yesterday in the 
Palm Garden, Fifty-eigbth street and 
Lexington avenue, Booker T. Wash- 
ington presided, says a report mn the 
New York Commercial. 

8. Laing Williams of Chicago Ueliv- 
ered an address on “The Chicago Strike 
and Negro Labor,” which put the negro 
strike breakers there in a new light. 
He said: 

“The employment of several hundred 
colored men to take the place of union 
teamsters in the recent Chicago strike 
came at a time when the air was full 
of violence and crime, The negro was 


to withstand. . 

“Tt was said that thousands of ne- 
groes were being shipped in, recruited 
from the eriminal classes of the South. 
Now, just 700 of the 6000 strike break- 
ers were and their conduct 
| proved that they were neither crimi- 
nals nor cowards. As soon as they 
reached Chicago a test was made of 
their strength of character in one of 
the most spectacular and dramatic 
scenes ever witnessed on the streets of 
an American city. 

“Under the leadership of Curry, the 
champion ctrike breaker, they paraded 
the streets (t Chicago with no weapons 
hut walking sticks. Every street was 
thronged. Curses and threats were 
roared at them by thousands. From 
roofs and alleys stones, shoes And 
bricks were hurled upon their heads 
The scene of disorder was beyond de- 
scription. Yet these men, considered 
cowards, marched on into the face of 
violence and perhaps death with no 
signs of fear. 

“When they struck, it was always ‘a 
self-defense. They were called brutes, 
but they were showing themselves to 
be men, even in the face of threatened 
death. In no other instance in Ameri- 
can history, outside of actual war, was 
there ever a more trying test of man- 


strike than before, the whole 
of our relationship to organ- 
ized" labor should receive special study. 
We should work in harmony with the 
best forces at work to exalt the condi- 
tion of the American workman. Not 
only as professional and business men, 
but as workmen, with or without tools, 
must we win our way to the confii- 
—— and respect of the business peo- 
ple.” 


FRENCH LABOR STRIKES. 
According to the report just issued by 
the French Labor Department no loss 
than 1026 disputes took place among 
French workpeople during 1904, as 
compared with 567 in the previous 

Much of thie large Mmecrease is 
by strikes of short du- 
ration; 672 of them lasted a week or 
leas, and of these 195 did not last more 
than a day, says the New Tork Com- 
mercial. 

Agricultural and vineyard laborers, 
who had hitherto held aloof from the 
trade union movement, added a fairly 
large proportion to the total, and near- 
ly a hundred disputes (92, to be exact) 
were brought about through the appli- 
cation of the new law which reduced 
hours of labor in n establish- 
ments from eleven ten and e half. 

As regards the principal trades af- 
fected, 186 strikes occurred fm the ship- 
ping, dock, etc,, industry; 181 in the 
textile trades; 149 among agricultural 
laborers: 119 in the building trades, 
and 104 in the metal trades. No other 
group of trades had over fifty disputes. 
The French ‘statistics state that 271,997 
persons were involved in these strikes 


and lockouts, and 3,934,884 working 
days were lost by workpeople during 
the year.

The opinion of the Supreme Court of 
the State of Massachusetts in the case 
ot Berry vs. Donovan, recently referred 
to in passing, has now reported 
in full, and is interesting particularly 
for the remarkable similarity of point 
of view with the New York and Int 
nois courts fm dealing with the abuses 
of trade unions.

The case is unusual, though oot 
unique, in the nature of the legal ac- 
tion, which wag one in tort, brougnt 
not by the company, but by an em- 
ploys, to recover sustained.

At the trial the defendant attempted 
in vain to get before the jury various 
propositions. The judge refused o 
charge that the contract was legal or 
that the defendant was only liable if de 
used threats, or intimidation, or slau- 
der or some other unlawful means of 
coercion to cause the employé’s dis- 


charge. 

Chief Judge Knowlton now says that 
the trial judge was right. He contin- 
ues: 

“The right ta dispose of one’s labor 
as he will, and to have the benefit of 
one’s lawful contracts, is Incident to 
the freedom of the individual, which 
lies at the foundation of the govern- 
ment in all that maintain 
the principle of civil liberty. Such a 
right can lawfully be interfered with 
only by one who is acting in the exer- 
cise of an equal or superior right which 
comes in conflict with the other. An 
intentional interference with such a 
right without lawful justification is 


to demolish the attempted justification 
of the defendant that the contract was 
part of legitimate competition: 

The principle appealed to would 
justify a member of the union, who 
was seeking employment for himself, 
in making an to serve on such 
terms as would 
would result, in the discharge of the 
plaintiff? by his loyers, to make a 
place for the newcomer. Such an of- 
fer for such a purpose would be un- 
objectionable. It would be merely the 
exercise of a personal right, equal in 
importance to the plaintiff's right. But 
an interference by a combination of 
persons to obtain the discharge of a 
workman because he refuses to com- 
ply with their wishes, for their advant- 
ages, in some matter in which he has 
a right to act independently, is not 
competition.” 

Nor can procedure be justified as 
another kind of so-called competition, 
between employers and the employed, 
in the attempt of each class to obtain 
as large a share as possible of the in- 
come from their combined efforts in 
the industrial fleld. Judge Knowlton 
holds that such results are too remote 
to warrant this harmful interference. 
Expanding on this proposition, he de- 
clares: 

“If such an object were treated as le- 
gitimate, and allowed to be pursued to 
its complete accomplishment, every 
employé would be foreed into mem- 


‘bership in a union, and the unions, by 


a combination of those in different 
trades and occupations, would have 
complete and absolute control of all 
the industries in the country. Em- 
ployers would be forced to yield to all 
their demands or give up business. The

But it, after these two evideneas, 
one still doubts the richness of the 
Nome land, there is a large assortment 
of most convincing displays. The one 
of these which attracts the most inter- 
est is the nugget of gold weighing 182 
ounces and worth $3276. It is the 
biggest nugget ever found in Alaska. 
and was discovered on Number 6 
Bench Claim on Anvil Creek, by a 
miner who struck it with his shovel 


when digging a post hole. The nug- 
get is displayed in a smal) wire cage, 
and a man who wears in his belt a 
revolver of the size common to melo- 
dramas and Wild West shows stands 
over it. There is a hole in the side of 
the cage, big enough for one to put his 
hand through, but not large enough to 
enable him to steal the nugget. Over 
the chunk “ons there is a legend 
which reads, “You can lift the nugget, 
but don’t take it away.” As a matter 
of fact, it requires considerable muscle 
to lift the $3276 worth of gold, and 
most women find it too great for their 
strength. “Johnnie” Lynch, the watch- 
dog, says that nobody bas tried to 
steal the nugget as yet, but that visi- 
tors who think they can pick of a 
chunk with their finger nails, or pry 
away a piece of its yellow gold with a 
pen knife, are not uncommon. Be- 
sides the big nugget, there are a num- 
ber of er ones, and the cage con- 
tains all told about $8000 worth of 
gold, all the property of the Pioneer 
Mining Compeny. | 

A less spectacular display, but one 
which is almost as interesting, con- 
sists of a number of boxes of pay dirt, 
with glass covers. The pay dirt shows 
no free gold. but the gold is there, as 
is attested by the legends, one of 
which reads “Pay dirt from Anvil 
Creck. Average value $1.20 per 
bucket.” Another box is labeled, “Pay 
dirt from Claim No. 1 on Little Creek. 
Output in six months $250,000. J. C. 
Brown, owner.” A third the 
dirt bears a tag which says was 
taken from. Moonlight Creek, and is 
worth $1 a bucket. 

Mr. Underwood, the Nome commis- 
sioner, says that modern methods, 
which require expensive machinery, 
are being adopted in the Nome region, 
with marvelous results.

The Spirit of Japan. 

THE JAPANESE SPIRIT. By Okakura-Yo- 
shisaburo, James Pott & Co., New York. 
We have illuminating books upon 

Japan. Those of Lafcadio Hearn will 

always be remembered for the poetry 

he brought in them to bear upon the 
poetic aspect of the country. and the 
people. Buddhism had a fascination 
for him, as it had for Mr. Fielding in 
his remarkable book on the practice of 

this religion in Burmah, “The Soul of a 

People.“ There is also the work of 

Capt. Brinkley, to which we are large- 

ly indebted. 

These lectures by a son of the land, 
delivered at the University of London, 
are compendious and explicit in a de- 
gree that enables us to form a sum- 
mary of much that has been otherwise 

rtially obscure, so that we get nearer 

o the secret of this singular race than 

we have had the chance of doing be- 

fore. He traces the course of Confu- 
cianism, Laoism, Shintoism, in the 
instruction it has given to his country- 
men for the practice of virtue, as to 
which Lao-tze informs us with a plece 
of “Chinese metaphysics” that can be 
had without having recourse to the 
dictio “Superior virtue is non- 
virtue. herefore it has virtue. Infe- 
rior virtue never loses sight of — — 

or 
virtue is non-assertive and without 
pretension. Inferior virtue asserts and 
makes pretensions.” It is childishly 

subtile and easy to be understood of a 

young people in whose minds Budd- 

hism and Shintoism formed a4 part. 

The Japanese have had the advantage 

of possessing a native Nobility who 

were true nobles, not invaders and 


subjugators. They were, in the bigh-' 


est sense, men of honour, to whom 

fore the time of this dreadful war, 
Hara-kirt was an imperative resource, 
under the smallest suspicion of dis- 
grace. Hon rigidly they understood 
and practised virtue, in the sense 
above cited, is exemplified in the way 
they renounced their privil for 
the sake of the common wea! when 
the gates of Japan were thown open to 
the West.

MISCELLANEOUS BOOKS. 
The Country Home. ‘ 


THE SANITATION OF A 
New York. 
Not the least important considera- 
tion in the building of a home is that 


of eanitation. A house unless it 18 


healthy is but a very poor place for 
a family to live in. A home on which 
a fortune has been expended in bund 
ing, if the sanitary arrangements are 
bad, is not so desirable as a house 
which cost but a small fraction as 
much, but in which the sanitation ts 
good. We do not mean to infer that 
sanitation is everything; but it is a 
very great thing. 

The sanitation of a city house is 
important, not only because of its ef- 
fect, positive or negative, upon those 
who reside in the house; but upon 
the neighbors as well. The sanita- 
tion of a country home brings up no 
such question of the effect upon neigh- 
bors; the sole consideration, except 
in a few isolated cases, is the resi- 
dents of the home. But if the sanita- 
tion of a country hoene is not in- 
fiuential in as large a fleid, it is no 
less ae serious problem because of the 
ease with which it may be neglected. 
Our country homes may have beauti- 
ful surroundings; they may in them- 
selves be very pretty; but unless there 
is a wise builder, a wise architect, and 
a wise tenant to guard against 
nuisances, there are apt to creep into 
that house unfavorable sanitary ‘ea- 
tures. 

The book before us is Jevoted to 
the question of sanitation for a coun- 
try house. It is a book full of sug- 
gestion for the projector of a coun- 
try house or he who plans to move 
into one. The several questions of 
sanitation are briefly, but thoroughly 
discussed. The text is supplemented 
with fllustrations that are ovoth in- 
structive and attractive. Dr. Bashore, 
the author of this volume, needs lit- 
tle additional recommendation to the 
interested reader than the statement 
that he is the inspector for the State 
Board of Health of Pennsylvania and 
that he ie author of “Outlines of Rural 
Hygiene.” which appeared some time 
ago. The aim of his work, Dr. Bash- 
ore telis us, is “to make the coun- 
try as healthy as the city—contradic- 
tory as it may seem.“ In support of 
this inferred claim that the city 
more healthy than the country, our 
author writes: “While municipal 
hygiene has made much progress dur- 
ing the last hundred years, the rural 
districts still cling to their old-fash- 
joned ways, still trust in Providence 
and the ‘old oaken bucket.’ When we 
find that our summer resorts on sea- 
shore and mountain sometimes bring 
sickness instead of health, that our 
springs and our brooks may bear the 
gern: of disease; when we find that 
there are rural localities, which have 
more typhoid fever per populatio. than 
our reat cities, that there is actually 
less Janger of zetting typhold fever 
in New York los: wh in a — 

that cities are spending millions for

“The Missourian” is pure romance— 
as unadulterated an article as was 
ever put upon the literary market. 
Moreover, it has a most charming air 
of verisimilitude. If it only could be 
true—if any man go utterly devoid of 
fear, so selfishly devoted to his lady 
and his country, so little concerned for 
his own fortunes, even for his own life 
and death, were possible, life would 
become at least interesting to many 
people who at present find it somewhat 
monotonous and wearisome. 

The scene is Mexico in the last year 
of the Civil War, the hero a Confeder- 
ate officer, Lieut.-Col. Driscoll; the 
heroine Mile. Jeanne, or Jaqueline, the 
Marquise D’Aumerle, entrusted with a 
secret mission to Maximilian, Emperor 
of Mexico—"“he of the debonair scep- 
tre.” To win her cause the bronze- 
haired French beauty plays with the 
Emperor's penchant for her, and for 
a long time—nearly five hundred pages. 
to be exact—keeps the man she loves 
in doubt by this conduct. This may 
do for the reader who ig so enamored 
of the author's style and of the ad- 
venturous tangle of the Migsourian’s 
affairs that he—or rather, let Us say, 
that she—wishes the story would never 
come to an end; but to the average 
reader the book is just about double 
as long as it ought to 

The plot would be impossible to de- 
tall; there is entirely too much of it. 
But there are a great many adveutures 
in it, if one could only remember 
them; and through them all Din Dris- 
coll performs miracles with a cool 
head and a light heart. As for Jaque- 
line, she enjoys the adventures as 
much as does her lover, because. they 
give her such delicious thrills; death 
is apparently a very little thing to pay 
for them. She is quite the equal of 
Driscoll—who, for his part, likes to 
light his pipe when he is getting ready 
to shoot down a ga of desperadoes 
single-handed. Kipling’s heroes and 
Anthony Hope’s are not to be com- 

ed with him for calm dare-deviltry. 
it is amazing, considering this fact, 
that the author contrives to give his 
story so much the air of possipility, 
of reality. The book should sell well 
and give pleasure; but shortened by 
half and given, in the shortening, more 
unity of plot, it would be a better piece 
of work.

Wilde being still alive a ared in the 
papers I have received letters from 
different sources asking me if the re- 

rt were true. Perhaps you will make 

nown to those interested in the sub- 
ject the following facts: 

“At the time of his death Mr. Wilde 
owed a considerable sum of money to 
Paris tradespeople, who out of regard 


for a fallen and distinguished man 
(cont to all French instincts) had 
given him considerable credit. When 


nursing him during his last iliness he 
asked me, as one of his most intimate 
friends, that in the event of his death 
I should endeavor to see that those 
who had been kind to him were paid. 
Instead of raising difficulties as they 
might easily have done, the French 
creditors, directly he was dead., ac- 
cepted without any demur, my persona! 
promise that Shey would be paid in 
course of time. or a foreigner to die 
in Paris when he is registered at the 
hotel under an assumed name is one 
of the most 9 luxuries in the 
world, and Wlide's 
nearly taken to the morgue. His ill- 
ness had been a great expense to his 
friends and there was really no money 
to buy a suitable plot of ground for his 
grave. It also occurred to me, and to 
the friend who was with him at the 
last, that it would be in bad taste to 
spend a large sum of money on his 
grave and funeral expenses until the 
French creditors who had shown more 
than human charity, were fully com- 
pensated. I, therefore, hired a plot of 
ground at Bayneux and placed a sim- 
ple stone over the place, and I pay 
rent to the French government for the 
use of a ‘concession temporaire.’ It 
shocks a great many visitors to Bay- 
neux to learn that the grave is only a 
temporary one. But two-thirds of the 
Fren creditors have been satisfied, 
and by next year Wilde’s last wishes 
will have been carried out.

The road will cost probably $30,000,000 
silver. At present the Pacific coast of 
Northern Mexico is gut off from the 
rest of the interior and is, to all n- 
tents and purposes, as distant as New 
York. Merchandise has to be shipped 
over the Sonora Railway in the in- 
ternational boundary line and routed 
in bend through Texas and back into 
the republic over the Mexican Cen- 
tral, 

This extension of the Southern Pa- 
cific system will open up a rich min- 
ing district.

Primitive Processes. 

The bark is soaked in hot water and 
stripped off; it is then macerated in 
vats of warm water, and a thin outer 
bark removed by scraping with a dull 
knife. After cleaning, these soft 
spongy strings of bark are thrown in a 
vat filled with caustic soda and left 
till the fibers can be easily separated 
It is then pounded 
into a pulp, bleached and pressed into 
sheets. In the opinion of those who 
have investigated the matter, the strip- 
ping of the bark, as well as the suc- 
ceeding operations of macerating, 
bleaching, and pressing, could be done 
perfectly in America by machinery, 
and a great saving of labor and time 
result. 

The methods of the Japanese farmer 
are primitive. The cow is a beast of 
burden, and fields are plowed by the 
ald of this slow creature. The harvest 
is transported in the same laborious 
way, or else on the backs of men and 
women, who carry great wicker 
baskets. What the results would be 
with machinery substituted for hand 
labor in cultivating, hand-stripping and 
transporting and with continuous proc- 
ess machines in macerating and 
pressing must be settled by trials, but 
the increase in the output would cer- 
tainly be very marked. Machinery 
has already come into use in one town 
in Japan for the making of high-grade 
paper for export to America. Amer- 
ican machinery and ingenuity have 
solved problems more puzzling than 
this appears. 

As a rule the Mitsumata plantations 
in Japan occupy tne land which is not 
fit for the growing, such as hillsides 
too steep for terracing and valleys too 
narrow to make rice culture profitable. 
Red or yellow clay of volcanic origin 
seems to suit the plant admirably. 
The plant needs good drainage, but 
can stand heavy irrigation. It will 
not endure much cold, and does not 
thrive where the thermometer sinks 
below 10F.

More than a hundred years ago the 
Continental Congress adopted a rule 
that “when the House shall adjourn 
every member shall stand in his place 
until the President shall pass him.” 
That enforced universal respect for 
the presiding officer by parliamentary 
rule. The last House of Represen- 
tatives, in the closing hour, laid aside 
all rules, and regulations of parlia- 
mentary practice, and in good fellow- 
ship, held what they pleased to call 
a joint caucus of all members of all 
political parties to express their af- 
fection as men. for the man they had 
for two years addressed as “Mr. 
Speaker.” 

This unprecedented and unparlia- 
mentary demonstration. with the 
tribute paid by Mr. Williams. the 
Democratic: leader, is the best testi- 
monial to the manner in which the 
last Speaker exercised the gat au- 
thority that had been placed in his 
hands by a political majority.

He had won the sobriquet of 
“watch-dog” of the Treasury, and a 
reputation for honesty, patriotism, and 
experience. He had twice been de- 
feated for Spoaker and had continued 
of the man who 
Pp over him, in good nature. 
He had been a member of the Com- 
mittee on Rules with Speaker Reed 
and Maj. McKinley, in the Fifty-firat 
Congress and had shared in the work 
of piloting the McKinley bill through 
the House. More than all else he had 
been a fearless fighter on the floor, 
giving and receiving hard knocks, 
without remembering these after the 
battle. He had won admiration for 
his fighting qualities, and also for the 
way he took punishment. Those who 
followed him, and those who opposed 
him, ail liked the man, and he was 
the friend of every one on both sides 


of the House. 


CANNON THE ONLY CHOICE. 

When Speaker Henderson retired 
from Congress, withdrawing from the 
contest in his district in the midst of 
the campaign, the Republicans in- 
Stinctively turned to Mr. Cannon, 
pledging him their sup though at 
the time neither he nor they were 
more than candidates for election to 
the House. His selection as the can- 
didate for Speaker was agreed upon 
jong before the Fifty-eighth Congress 
met. There was no contest. 

In organizing the House, Mr. Can- 
non was frank and considerate with 
the minority. He called the minority 
leader Mr. Williams, into the 
Speaker's room and said: “Now, 
John, I propose to be as fair to the 
minority as the political exigencies 
will permit. This is a Republican 
Congress, and the Republicans will do 
the work and accept the responsibility 
but 1 do not propose to break your 
lines. I want a well-organized mi- 
nority. and I propose to leave to you 
the section of the minority represen- 
tation on the standing committees. 
You will handle your own men, in 
your Own way, and select them for 
committee places. I will not interfere 
with your selection except where you 
cross geographical lines and embar- 
rass mx Own sciection by making too 
many from one State on the same 
committee. I have no more fear that 
you will make improper selections 
than that I would myseif.” 

With this understanding, Mr. wn 
liams selected the minority representa- 
tion on the committees, and only in a 
few instances were these changed, and 
reasons satisfactory to him given in 
each case, In organizing the majority 
of the committees, the Speaker was 
entirely frank with his own followers. 
He followed the old precedents where 
he could. He had no friends to re- 
ward and no enemies to punish. He 
had no secrets about what he intended 
to do. He reorganized the Committee 
on Postoffices and Post Roads, be- 
cause of the postoffice scandals, and 
selected for members of that commit- 
tee men who could not be embarrassed 
by past recommendations in their in- 
vestigations of the scandal. He reor- 
ganized the Committee on Labor to 
make it a strong working committee, 
to deal seriously and fearlessly with 
legislation referred to that committee. 
He had to disappoint some of his best 
friends in their ambition, but he did 
this openly and without apology. He 
made up his committees not with a 
view to personal friendship, or per- 
sonal ambition, but for the purpose of 
strengthening the organization of the 
House as best he could, according to 
his judgment. There were some 
heart-burnings, but no reason for con- 
plaint, and the men who were most 
disappointed remained the Speaker’s 
most loyal and enthusiastic supporters 
in every contest before the House. 
ACTED FOR THE MAJORITY. 
In dealing with members under the 
rules of the House, the Speaker 
claimed no unusual prerogative. He 
acted for the majority at all times, 
and consulted the majority in the 
Republican caucus. He believed im- 
piicitly in majority rule, as the ma- 
jority is made up cf the party respon- 
sibie for the organization of the 
House, and for legislation. He did

He drew 
the line that no bill should be so con- 
sidered which involved a e 
against the Treasury, and he w 
not charge that ruling at the request 
of any one, not even the President of 
the United States. He held that a bill 
passed by unanimous consent meant a 
bill passed by the Speaker, and he in- 
sisted that such bills should be mere 
matters of form, giving the necessary 
consent of Congress without changing 
existing law, or involving an obliga- 
tion on the Treasury. There are hut- 
dreds of such bills passed every Con- 
grees, and Mr. Cannon, when satisfied 
they were within the rule, gave 
prompt reéognition to the members 
proposing them, without keeping any 
account of treating these recognitions 
as favors from the chair. This ap- 
pears only just and right, but it had 
so long been treated as a favor to 
grant such recognitions that the 
change stamped Speaker Cannon as 
one who would not exaggerate the im- 
portance of his office by the use of 
petty prerogative, and it added to that 
universal confidence which was voiced 
by the minority leader in the closing 
hour of the Fifty-cighth Congress. 
ACCEPTED THE RESPONSIBILITY. 
“A man’s a man for a’ that,” has 
been Mr. Cannon's motto throughout 
his publie lite, and he observed that 
rule while Speaker more punctiliously 
than ever before. He was Speaker, 
for the time being clothed with great 
authority, but he was also a member 
of the House, and all were his equals 
in everything except the responsibility 
for the action of the majority. That 
responsibility was his, and he held it 
as binding on himself to guard against 
abuse of it. He had good fellowship 
„no“ 


party leader and political opponent, 
with equal grace and as easily as he 
could say “yes.” 

He was the same in his dealings 
with the public. The Speaker’s room 
was not a holy of holies, and the door 
did not swing at a given signal, recog- 
nizing political or social influence. 
The latchstring was out to all. No 
man or woman was deniéd admission 
to his presence because of lack of in- 
fluence, The only bar to an audience 
with the Speaker was a previous en- 
gagement, a conference already in 
progress, or the urgent business of 
the House. The Speaker knew only 
one way to decide the delicate ques- 
tion as to who had real business with 
him, and that was to hear what his 
caller had to say. He then dete 
mined whether it was a matter for his 
attention or not, 

That policy was sometimes em- 
barassing and sacrificed much of the 
Speaker’s time to those who had no 
right to it, but it wag Mr. Cannon's 
way, and no one could protect him at 
all times from imposition. He patient- 
ly listened to poor women who desired 
him to pass special pension laws for 
them, to men who had great schemes 
for government aid, and to those who 
wished him to have the President &p- 
point them to office. None of these 


| people had auy business to present to 


the Speaker, and after he had heard 
them he could promptly say “No.” 
But he would not say that word to 
any Man or woman until he had heard 
enough to be certain that he was right 
in his denial. Mary people abused 
this privilege of appealing to the 
Speaker, but he would not change the 
rule of an open door because of the 
abuses. He preferred that-he should 


in denying a hearing whic’ was en- 
titled to be heard. 

OUSTED AN INSOLENT VISITOR. 

In only one Instance did the Speaker 
turn away an impostor with harsh- 
ness. That was an alleged labor rep- 
resentative, who used threats as to 
what labor would do if his petition 
were not granted. That threat brought 
the Speaker from his chair with an in- 
dignant motion to the deor and an 
order that that man should never en- 
ter his presence again to disgrace 
honest labor or any labor organiza- 
tions by such methods. And the labor 
organizations all repudiated that man 
and thanked the Speaker for the 
tribute he paid to bonest labor in ex- 
pelling the man from his room. 

Speaker Cannon's leadership has 
been, as one happ lv expressed it, by 
the golden cords cf affection, as well 
as by the iron chains of conviction. 
His associates on both sides of the 
House had a sincere affection for the 
man, and this was manifest long be- 
fore he became Speaker. They also 
had an absolute confidence in him as 
a leader of great legislative experi- 
ence, and this made it easier for him 
to lead them by convicticn. His first 
term as Speaker was therefore unique, 
and in some ways unprecedented. 
His leadership was, like that of Blaine 
and Reed, for his party rather than for 
himself. He had little pride in his 
own personal opinion, and he had ab- 
solutely no desire for personal tri- 
umph. His responsibility as Speaker 
was the responsibility of the majority 
party, which clothed him with great 
authority, and, while holding to his 
opinions as to how that responsibility 
should be met, he sought to convince 
his followers by plain matter-of-fact 
argument rather than by ironclad rule 
of procedure, or by the assumption of 
any prerogative of his offize. When 
the majority was divided as to policy 
he went as one of them into the can- 
cus, to there settle the line of action, 
and in the caucus he was only one of 
the majority. : 
WELCOMED AT WHITE HOUSE. 
Speaker Cannon has held his office 
in as high esteem as any of his prede- 
cessors, and while not accepting direc- 
tion from any other source than the 
responsible majcrity of the House, he 
had held the most cordiai relations 
with the Executive. He has recog-

Anent Frogs’ Ears. 
S OME time ago Beatrice athens, of 


* 


Philadelphia, wrote to St. Nicholas 
asking, “Have toads and frogs 
ears?’ 

The answer to her question included 
the hearing equipment of turtles and 
snakes as well, and was so interesting 
that Pelly Evans quotes if for you boys 
and girls to read. 

The ears of a frog are the thin, flat 
spots back of the eyes. Scientists call 
the vibrating tissue over each spot a 
tympanic membrane. This vibrates after 
the manner of the head of a drum—only, 
of course, on a very small scale. 

There is no opening as in the ears of 
higher animals. 

urties have similar membranes a lit- 


‘the back of the jaws, but they are small- 


er than in the frog and do not show con- 
spicuously. Indeed, unless you know 
just where to look, you will fahl to find 
them, because they are welow thick skin. 
You can usually feel this membrane b 
pressing with thumb and finger on bot 
sides of the head, as an clastic spot sur- 
rounded by a hard, circular wall. 

In most fishes the internal ear does not 
have this tympanic membrane, and the 
“ear” is probably not for hearing, but 
an organ of equilibrium (that is, of 
keeping up) only. Some sala- 
manders do not 3 8 membrane, 
out others, and ail her am- 
phibians, lke frogs have 
the membrane.

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VALUSG OF FOREST PRODUCTS. 

The annual value of the forest 
products of the United States, as 
enumerated in the Twelfth Census, is 
nearly ve hundred and seventy-five 
| million dollars. If to this were added 
the value of the firewood, farm mater- 
ial, and other forest products for 
which no returns are available, a very 
much larger figure would be shown. 
Thus, a8 @ direct source of wealth the 
forests of the country rank nearly 
with the mineral products as second to 
the farms, In addition to monetary 
value, the forests of the country have 
an immense, though not exactly cal- 
culable, value as a source of future 
supply amd as a protective covering 
for watersheds. 

Forest products are indispensable to 
mankind, and their steadily increas- 
ing price surely indicates that the de- 
mand is encroaching upon the supply. 
It is urgently important to the nation 
| at the yearly consumption of forest 
products and the amount of available 
timber yet standing should be known. 

In accordance with its policy of en- 
couraging the preservation and prop- 
er use of the forest, the Forest Serv- 
ice is aiming to secure statistics for 
publication in a report in the hope 
that ration with the industries | 
con will make possible an an- 
nual report entitled “Forest Products 
of the United States.” This proposed 
report would give, by States, regions, 
and species, the cut and shipments of 
lumber, sliingles, lath, cooperage stock, 
ties, posts, and poles during the year; 
the stock on hand at the close of the 
year; and also the amount of wood 
used in the various industries for 
which wood furnishes the raw ma- 
terial and the value of the products. 
It would also give information con- 
cerning the amount of stumpage in 
the hands of lumbermen in various re- 
_ gions, how long it will last at the pres- 
ent rate of cutting, the extent of dam- 


tant matters relating to the forests of 
the country. 

In order that the expense of collect- 
ing the statistics for this report shall 
not be excessive, nearly all the data 
will be obtained through correspond- 
ence. The names of proprietors of 
logging camps, sawmills, pulp mills, 
wood-working plants and other manu- 
facturing establishments for which 
wood is the raw material, will 
be secured from the Bureau of the 
Census. At the close of the present 
calendar year, a question card will be 
sent to each proprietor to be filled out 
with answers relating to his particu- 
lar line of business. The replies will 
be held strictly confidential and only 
State totals will be published, 

This work is of such vital impor- 
tance to the lumbermen that the Na- 
tional Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, whose members produce ap- 
proximately one-third of the entire 
lumber output of the United States, 
will codperate with the Forest Service 
in the collection and compilation of 
the statistics in so far as they deal 
with lumber and shingles, as to cut, 
shipments and stocks on hand, and for 
this purpose the association will open 
E assistant secretary’s office in 
Washington this autumn. 

In announcing the plan to the mem- 
bers of the affiliated associations, Sec- 
retary George K. Smith said: 

“The announcement is made at this 
time in order that all members of at- 
filiated associations may prepare 
themselves to answer these questions 
when asked, and that they will take 
personal interest in seeing that their 
friends and neighbors, who are manu- 
facturing lumber and shingles but do 
not affiliate with any manufacturers’ 
association, support this movement 
and make it a pronounced success. I 
feel sure that every member will real- 
ize the importance of this coéperation | 
and give it his enthusiastic support.” | 

Suggestions and communications 
concerning the proposed work will be 
gladly received by the Office of Forest 
Products, Forest Service, Washington, | 
D. C. 


MONEY MADE FROM BREAD. 

One Portland woman who has sev- 
eral young children, is noted among 
her friends for the excellence of her 
bread. A few years ago she tried 
the experiment of making bread or 
sale, Now she averages $8 a week 
from the sale of loaf bread and Par- 
ker-house rolls. The rolls sell at 20 
cents a dozen, so there is a fair profit 
on them. This particular woman sells 
through the Women’s Exchange, but 
a good breadmaker can ‘easily find 
customers of her own if she has a 
child to deliver her bread. Hot roils 
for breakfast, fresh every morning, 
brought to the door, is a luxury which 
many housekeepers would be glad to 
get. Of course, if a woman is to build 
up a good custom, she must make 
rolls that are better than those to be 
bought at the bakeries, and she must 
sacrifice her morning nap, since the 
discuit must properly raised.

vegetable. Before cucumbers are used 
they should be allowed to soak in salt 
water. 

If an eggplant is to be stuffed cut 
it lengthwise and scoop out a large 
hollow from the inside of each half. 
Fill both with a savory bread crumb | 
stuffing, sprinkle the tops with sifted | 
bread crumbs, and bits of butter and 
bake them in-a hot oven. This is a 
rich dish and should not be served 
with too many other rich dishes or in 
large quantity.

CUCUMBERS WITH VEAL. 

For sik or seven persons use four | 
cucumbers of medium size. Pare them | 
and, after removing the end, cut each | 
cucumber in two and take out the 
seeds with an apple corer. But a tab- 
lespoonful of salt and about four cups 
of cold water into a basin and then 
add the cucumbera and put them in 
a cool place where they can remain 
until the stuffing is made. 

Chop enough veal to make a gener- 
ous half cupful. About a quarter of a 
pound of lean veal will be enough. Put 
a quarter of a-cup of milk and one- 
sixth of a cup of soft stale bread into 
a saucepan on the stove. Cook the 
mixture until a smooth paste is 
formed, It will take about ten min- 
utes. Mix this paste with the veal, and 
also add half a teaspoonful! of salt, one 
teaspoonful of butter, a well beaten 
egg. one-fourth of a teaspoonful of on- 
fon juice, one-eighth of a teaspoonful | 
of thyme. 

After removing the cucumbers from | 
the water, wipe them with a soft 
towel, Fill with forcemeat, packing

Replace the “caps” and bake 
the tomatoes in a porcelain lined or 
enamel. pieplate or baking pan, Cook 
them half an hour in a moderate oven. 

A simple rule for stuffed tomatoes 
is this delicious one: After preparing 
them as above, cutting off the tops 
and taking out the inside, fill with 
the following dressing: To every two 
cups of bread crumbs add pepper, salt. 
a bay leaf, ground or finely chopped. 
and a slice of onion, also chopped. 
Moisten the stuffing with the juice 
and pulp of the tomatoes, which 
should be freed from seeds. Cover 
with small bits of butter, Serve hot 
immediately after baking.

AR be it from me to enter here upon the 
vexed question of Woman’s Rights. Alike 
in the natural and in the spiritual world, 
it seems to me, the true vocation of woman 

is simply motherhood. This, I am convinced, is 
her high calling, with which she may well rest con- 
tent. 

The present is, as we know, an epoch of tran- 


sition and change, in which men are finding: out, 


among other things, that they have been accus- 
tomed to look upon women too much as their prop- 


erty, ting them as mere playthings, and deny- 
ing them just participation in their own counsels - 
and isions; above all, failing to accord to the 
wife mother that recognition which is her due 


as the soul and centre of family life, the guiding 
spirit and true guardian of the home, to which the 
hus and father as the bread-winner brings 


active material support. 


Later on these difficulties will doubtless dis- 
appear, when women—having acquired their so- 


called rights, and having insisted on earning their 


own living for a time—will have gained experience 
by their own mistakes. 

Then, by a series of mutual concessions, the 
situation will simplify itself enough to allow that 
the man’s work shall once more suffice for the 
maintenance of the family, while to the wife leisure 


will be left for the intellectual training of her chil- 


dren, and she will no longer be reduced to occupy- 
ing herself merely with their physical welfare— 
although, after all, rightly to manage one’s house- 
hold is in itself no smal] merit and involves endless 


trouble. 


The material aspect of life has grown much 
more complicated in our day, apd it is a great pity 
that we cannot in some respects return to the sim- 
plicity of former times. 

If only people could content themselves with 
the fruits of the earth, with Lread and vegetables 
for their daily fare, how easily might men provide 
for their families! 


If only women did not require such costly 


toilettes, they would never be under the necessity of 


working for their own living. 

For the present state of things men are per- 
haps in the first instance to blame, since they have 
encouraged

Is it not pitiable that a man should feel 
envious because his friend has a better cellar or 
finer horses than he can boast, while his wife is

And apart from all these trivial considerations, 
there would be this great advantage resulting from 
our making up our minds to live more simply, that 
there would be more money left to spend on works 
of art, by which rich and poor alike must benefit 


equally; for just as churches stand open at all 


hours, so that all who enter them may find peace 
and comfort there, a beautiful picture or a noble 
statue is a perpetual source of delight, not merely 
to its owner, but to all who behold it. 

Every mother should strive to kindle enthusi- 
asm for the beautiful in the hearts of her children, 
and seek by every means in her power to keep alive 
in-them the sacred flame. 

One is led to think how fair this world might 
yet become under the beneficent sway of women of 
high breeding and noble culture, did they but earn- 
estly give up their whole souls to the task of mak- 
ing their influence felt to the most remote circles. 

But the women of the present day seem dis- 
posed—too many of them, in any case—to descend 
from their lofty pedestal and willfully abrogate 
their most sacred and immemorial] rights. 

Women should never forget that they stand on 
a superior level, and when they place themselves 
on an equality with man, they do but descend from 
those heights. 

It is the natural instinct of man to venerate 
woman, first, in the person of the mother who bore 
him, next in that of his wife, then again of the 
daughter, or it may be the sister or sisterly friend 
who watches over his children. It is not too much 
to say, that in all times and places, and under all 


‘ circumstances soever, a truly womanly woman will 
hardly fail to obtain proper deference from men. 


And if the latter sometimes assume too lordly 
an air toward the weaker sex, that is perhaps alto- 


ther unintentional. For men are in some respects’ 


just like children, who are quite unconsciously the 
greatest tyrants to those they love best. In the 
hour of trouble, in sickness and fatigue, our hus- 

and our sons seem to us just like dear spoilt 


children, whom we must do our best to help and 
comfort, however inordinate the claims may be 


which they make on our sympathy and indulgence. 


Some women have quite marvelous and special 
gifts in this direction, I do not suppose they 
have ever found out that in exercising them they 
were in any danger of sacrificing their dignity. 

Those wives, on the contrary, endanger their 
position from the very first, who are so foolish as 
to stand on their dignity, opposing as it were their 
own fancied importance to that of their husbands, 
and always fearing being thrown into the shade 
by them. | 

To women who feel like this I can only give 


the advice to remain unmarried; that is by far the. 
most rational solution of the problem. They are 


then certain to escape the chief worries as well as 
the greatest sorrows of life; it is true that at the 
same time they miss the chief blessings it can 
bring. 

But the arguments that one must needs marry 
in order to escape loneliness in one’s old age rests 
on an absolutely false foundation. For, whether 
married or single, one is always more or less lonely 
as the years roll on, both on account of the gaps 
which death leaves in the ranks of our friends, or 
through the circumstanees which call away the 
young to some distant land and to new duties, to a 
new gnd wider sphere of action. 

For this reason young girls cannot too soon 
begin to prepare themselves for the hours of lone-

on earth. 

The sunshine of smiles, the gladness of a per- 
petual holiday, should always greet him on his own 
threshold, and there need be no difficulty about 
this, if only she who awaits him there would give 
all her thoughts to higher duties, and bestow less 
upon her own person.
